__._.. UPPER BURMAH? 

We have already ‘placed before var 
readors the question of what ought to be 
dona with Upper Barmah, and the opinions 
wo have advanced are not very dillorent 
from those put forward by the Rangoon 


Chamber of Commerce. The present con- 
dition of King Theebaw’s * hunting ground,’ 
taken together with the new development 
of the interference of France, secms’ to 
point té only one conclusion. It is fortu- 
nate that Lord Dofferin isnuw Viceroy of 
India, as nothing but vigorous polioy can 
now save our inturestis aud influence in that 
part of tho world. Tho Pioneer vf the 
29th Jannary discusses the situation in 
Burmah with an intelligent knowledgo of 
the facts'and a clear appreciation of the ne- 


cessity for action. - What has bean repre- |; 


sented by the Rangoon Chamber of 
Couinerce on the subject, backed, as it is 
by the Chambers of Commeree in Indin and 
at Home, will, itis to be hoped, strengthen 
the hands of the Viceroy, and eaable him to 
overcome the feeble acnse of Britain’s res- 
ponsibility which prevails in certain quar- 


‘ters in England. After describing the sad

Popular opinion, wo have good reason to 
believe, is, strongly in favour of this solu- 
tion of the difficulty. It would be prompt, 
Bloodless, and final. Tho only classes in 
Upper Burma who would be,opposed to this 
settlement of the gnestion are what may be 
called the civil service class—the governors 
of provinces and tho plicemen of the pre- 
gent régime; the monopolists - and the 
rerenuc farmers... Tho great body of the 
people would probably, at first at leust, 
welcome annexition, “But by annoring the 
country we should at once destroy the 
monarchical-idea which the Burmesy un- 
douhbtedly cherish. and -which, if only they:

THE FRENCH ELECTIONS AND 
THE WAR WITH CHINA. 

Under this heading, the Paris correapon- 
dent of the London Times, telegraphing on 
the 20th January, points out the probabi- 
lity of an early dissolution of tho French 
Chambor, and what is likely to bo the 
action of the French in the Far East, 3 
follows :— 


M.. Grévy has great repugnance for any- 
thing like a premuture dissolution, besides 


the convenient seasun of the year, the 
effect of Sunday's elections, and the busi- 
neas to be desputched this session have all 
to be taken into account. That business 
mainly consists of the Budget aad Seradin 
de liste, the latter obviously implying early 
dissolution, for a Chamber which conderans 
thy electoral system under which it wos: it- 

virtually ceases to exist. Tho 
probabilit:, therefore, is that by its own 
conaent the Ch mber will be dissulved in 
the beginning of May, the elections being 
held in June. : 

‘But here is a further consequence of this 
conclusion. If the elections are held in 
the month of June, as I think they will be, 
and if they take place according to the 
scrutin de lisie, ax I ain convinced they will, 
a Government, however imprudent it may 
be, cannot expuse itself-tv the surprises 
which certain events muy produce under 
that form of voting, one that is evidently 
more likely than the serutie @arcondio- 
yonent to leadio unexpected results.—I 
place at the head of the events which may 
load to this revulsion the war in Tongnin; 
and I think thut M. Jules Ferry onght to 
be on his guard in this reapect againat any 
possible surprise.” 

Now I find in the attitude which he has 
assumed since the last inturpellation’ of M. 
Ruoul Duval, and which you have described 
as,a ‘now policy,’ au exact indication of 
the precautions that he proposes to take, 
and prvof that his mind is preoccupied with 
the influence which events in Tonquin may 
exercise on future elections, In fact, it no 
lonyer rests, with Franco. to, define and 
determine, within fixed limits, the duration 
of tho war with the Chinese on Chineso 
territory, properly a0 called. But it rests 
with her, and she has sufficient means, to 
dotermine and limit her action in Tonquin 
itself. . And it follows logically from the 

tude taken by M. Jules Ferry that ho
